MANITOBA COAL 
MARKET CAPTURED 


SUBVENTION ASSISTS MINING 
OPERATORS TO COMPETE 
WITH U.S.A. 


EDMONTON, Alta.,—Sale of Al- 
berta coal in the province of Mani- 
toba has increased considerably of 
late, amd this is attributed to the 
subvention of $1 per ton which was 
gnamted on Jume 15 last. Since that 
date the shipments of coay to the 
Mamitoba market has reached the 
figure of approximately 100,000 tons, 
and F_ G. Neate, secretary of the Do- 
minion fuel board, estimates that at 
this rate between 300,000 and 400,000 
tons may be merketed within the 
year of the subvention. “What we 
should aim to do is to push tthe 
Aserican industrial coal out of the 
Manitoba.market,"’ Mr, Neate said in 
an interview recently. This amounted 
to about 100,000 tons a year. 

Under the subvention Mr. Neate 
said, the Alberta coal mine operators 
appeared to be pleased with the in- 
creased gale of coal yo Manitoba, and 
some of them had obtained a bigger 
market im the province than they had 
anticipated. Substantial increases 
were being jooked for in the immedi- 
ate future. The federal subvention 
wih be in effect until June 15 next, 
but a year’s extension has been grant 
ed on the special freight rate of $6.75 
per ton to the Ontario market. . 

Alberta mine operators ane seek- 
ing a subvenition on railway coal 
shipped from the province of Al- 
bewta to poinits east of Kenora, which 
if granted, would possibly open a mar 
ket for about 400,000 tons of coal 
from Aliberta. This matter is now 
under consideration. It is understood 
the views af the operators are be- 
ing obtained, afiter which the ques- 
tion will be taken up with the rail- 
way companies. However according 
to Mr, Neate, the whole question is

ADVANCE PAYMENT IN 
WEST TUESDAY 

WINNIPEG, Nov. 11—Initial pay- 
ments on wheat, rye and flax were 
cut down ‘today, its is announced 
from the offices of the Central Sell- 
ing Agency of the Canadian Wheat 
Pools. The advance on wheat per 
busheg is sliced from 55 to 50 cents 
for No. 1 Northern; on flax, from 
$1.00 to 75 cents, for No. 1 C.W. and 
on rye from 30 to 25 cents, for No. 2 
C.W. All basis Fort William. 

The new payments compare to the 
folowing tentative initial payments 
announced by the pools on the annual 
“out-off” date, July 15 last: Wheat 
70 c; flax, $1.25; rye, 30c. 

Closing prices for cash grains on 
the Winnipeg market Saturday were: 
Wheat No. 1 Northern; 68 5|8c; flax 
No. 1 N.WC., $1.09; and rye, No. 2 
C.W., 33%c. 

The ‘Wheat Pool announcement 
mentions that the five-cent reduction 
on wheat does not apply to Amber 
Rurum, white spring wheat and some 
of the ‘lower grades, and that the 
spreads on other lower grades will be 
narrowed.

The 
interesting part of this story is that 
a lange quantity of the oil which hag 
been used in this way has been sup- 
plied from the refimeries at Wain- 
wright and js a product from Wain- 
wright crude. 

Speaking of Jasper park, Mr War- 
dle said that some 100 miles of roads 
have been built there in recent years 
of which 80 are up to standard, while 
the other sections are passable.
